be ſufficient ; and for this reaſon 1 have omitted all Enlargment: 
which ſecond Thoughts might ſuggeſt (unleſs ſome few, where t'

Y 
Wherefore I conceive, that I cannot better anſwer the Obligati- 
ons, that I (and you. too) ds lye under to provide for the neceſſ- / 
ties of the Church, than by thus preſſing on you the diligent and 
conlctentious Execution of © your Miniſterial Funttion in all the 
branches of it, both for your own ſakes, and alſo for the ſakes of 
your reſpetive.Flocks and Pariſhioners ; whoſe- ſpiritual wants can |

as they ought to be,. than by thus laying your ſelves out for Chriſt, 
ayd his Goſpel, and making the true Rule of your Obedience to:

=> have been much longer, if the 

WQ preat Mercies of God to Us of 
<> this Kingdom, and the Valour, 
FA Prudence, and good Condutt of 
our Gratious King (whom God 
ſeems to have raifed up on purpoſe to be an Emij- 
nent Inſtrument of his Glory in ſaving much People) 
had not otherwiſe diſpoſed of Afairs. 

And now that We are met together on this Oc- 
cafion, I hope our meeting will be joyful, and ro 
the mutual comfort of each other; For the accom- 
pliſhment whereof rhere is but one way, and thar is, 


with Sincerity of Heart, and with firm Refolution of 


Mind, to endeavour the promoting God's Glory in 
the Salvation of Souls. This 1s the Duty of us all, 
and therefore the conſcientious diſcharge of it muſt 
needs cndear us to one ——_ and as for my part 

: you

you may believe that nothing ciſe can do it: (I'am 
ſpeaking to you, my Brethren of the Clergy ) I fay 
nothing can endear You to Me, yea nothing can 
endear You to God, . but a conſcientious diſcharge 
of your Duties, eſpecially in theſe Bad Times, where- 
in there is /o great a Neceſſity of zt, and fo great /n: 
ducements to it; both which .do deſerye your ſerious 
Confideration.: 

Firſt, Iſay, There is 4 great Neceſſity of it ; be- 
cauſe theſe late Difſolute Times have put all things 
into Confuſion ; your Flocks are not only diforder'd, 
but perhaps they are diſpers'd too ; ſo that *twill re- 
quire great Care and Pains to re-ſettle and compoſe | 
your Congrepations, and to. bring them to that De- 
cency and Order, as before, yea, cven to recolle&t. 
and gathcr together thoſe , whom rhe Violence of 
the Times, and the Madneſs of the People have 


_ driven from you, either into other Parts, er elſe in- 


20 other Congregations. 
And though Prudence and Moderation muſt be uſed 
on thi, Occaſion ( I 'mean- chiefly .in Reclaiming 
Lapſed Perſons) yet I cannot forbear recommend- 
ing to you a Form lately Publiſhed for the Re-admiſ- 
{ron of ſuch Men : only be circumſpe, and cautious, 
in the application of its Rules, pro rerwm & perſona- 
rum circumſtantiis, that penitentie ſeveritas gravita-- 
'4 lapsics ( quoad fieri pofſit ) reſpendeat. 1 need. not 
quote antient Canons for this way of proceeding in 
this caſe, ſeeing the primitive practice of the Church 
17 thar. particular 1s ſufficiently hinted in the. Tract 
it. ſelf, to give you the true ſence of Antiquity . 
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Wherefore kaving this Subje&, I ſhall proceed to 
conſider a little Z7ow this Puty (that is fo neceſſary to 
be diſcharg'd conſcientiouſly in theſe Bad Times) ought 
zo be diſcharg'd by -you , that it may be well and con- 
ſcientiouſly done, to the Glory of God, and the ſalva- 
tion of the Souls both of your ſelves and others ; which 
are the Two Ends that your Duty doth point our, 
and whereunto you ought to have a ſpecial regard in 
all your ACtions. 

"The Office of a Miniſter is habere caram Animarum, 
to take care of the Souls, which are committed to his. 
charge, that he may bring them fafe to Heaven, and 
be able to ſay (in a depree, and in ſome ſence) as our 


Saviour Chriſt did, 4 Of rhem which thou gavelt me ; ob. 18: 


have I loft none. 


Now to perform this, two things are requiſite. 
t. That the People be rightly Taught and Iyſtruft- 
ed. 
' 2. That they be well Guided and Governed; T mcan 
in Speritual things, and in matters purely Ecclefia/ti- 
cal ( for the Buſineſs of the Worl1, and of the State, 
belong not to us, but unto thoſe whom God, and 
cir Majeſties, have appointed for ſuch things.') 3 
Yi 
C1 That the People be Taught and Inſtrufted aright. 
This is the firſt and moſt neceſſary point; becaulc, 
unleſs they be well Inforwd concerning their Duty, 
they can never be well Govern'd either in Church 
| or Stace. For how can Men do their Duty , to 
God or Man, it they do not know it ? and how can 
they know it, if they are not taught? TI mcan by 
you; ſpeaking of 'the generality of Men, or of the 
Community, who know not much of theſe things, 
| B 2 | but 
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(4) 
Gut what their Minitter teacheth-them ; or art leaſt 
will not put in practice what they do know, farther: 
than he by his frequent Exhortations and Admoniti- 
ons doth perſwade, and even force them. 

'Tis your Duty then to Inform. and Inſtru&t your: 
People concerning their Duties., or. to teach them: 
what God and their Majeſties. do expect from them, 
and to excite them to the due pertormance thereof, 
without which they can neither be Good: Subjetts,. 
nor good Chriſtians. And how they may become 
both theſe you are to teach them by your wholeſorr 
and ſound Dofrine, and alſo by your Godly aud Pious: 
Examples. 

rx. By your wholeſome and ſound Doftrine, by right- 
ly Dividing the Word of Truth, and clearly expound-: 
ing the Lively,Oracles of God to them, . that fo they 
may know what the Lord requires of them. And for 
the doing this molt effeftually, and to the beſt be-; 
hoof. of the People, there are three ſpecial means 
mnreſcribed by our Church.in the 12h. Canon of the- 
Church of reland, namely, Catechizing, Preaching. 
and Private Exhertation or Conference. 

I. Catechizing; Which is the firſt and moſt proper 
means for conveying the true Knowledge of God and 
his Ordinances to the People ; becauſe ir doth it in a 
plain and. familiar manner;, ſuited to the Capacities 
of the youngeſt and meaneſt ;- and yer moſt effe&tu- 
ally. roo, (by. laying. a.good and ſfollid foundation tor 
Divine Knowledge.) when the Catechiſm is well ex- 
pounded, as it ought to be ; whereby. thoſe of Riper 
Years, as well as the Youth will be inſtrudted. And 
indeed, unleſs your Pariſhioners be firſt of all firmly 
grounded in the Principles of Chriſtianity (which is 
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(5) 
to be done by Expounding the Catechiſm to them: 
ſo plainly that it may be underſtood by all, and by 
Inculcating it fo frequently and importunately, that: 
it can be forgotten by none ; and alſo by Applying it 
ſo aptly and pertinently, that its Uſe may be known 
by every one) your Preaching will be almoſt loſt up-- 
on them; at leaſt they cannot profit ſo much by 
hearing the Word preach'd, as they might do if they 
were well Principl'd in Religon before hand, and by 
reaſon of uſe had their Senſes exerciſed to diſcern both 
Goed and Evil; as the Author of the Epiſtle to the 
Hebrews expreſicth itin the 5th. Chap. and 14h Verſ. 

What is ro be done in this caſe our Church hath 
ſul'y preſcribed in her 112h. and 127h. Canons. 

The 11th. Canon runs thus , Every Parſon, Vicar, 
and Curate, pn every Sunday before Evening Prayer; 
ſhall for Flalf an Flour, or more, Examin and Ir/trudt 
the Touth and Ignorant Perſons of his Pariſh, in the- 
Ten Commandments, the: Articles of the Belief, and. in 
the Lords Prayer, and ſhall diligently Fear, and Tn- 
firuft, and Teach them the Catechiſm fet forth. in the 
Bock of Common Prayer. Markt: 'Tis ſaid Tpon eve- 
ry Sunday. And of this I muſt require you to take 
notice, and diligently to put it in prattice , where 
your Churches ſtand ſo conveniently, that you may 
have a Congregation in the Afcernoon, and where 
there are Children and Servants to be Catechized; 
as doubrleſs no Pariſh is without them. And this I. 
the rather enjoin , becauſe the Firſt Rebrick at the 
end of the Church: Catechiſm (Which is-a Law to us) 
doth alſo enjoin the ſame thing. 

The 12tb' Canoy -requires, That the Fead's of the 
Catechiſm be divided into Fiſty two parts, and-one of 
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[FF 
them be explained to the People every Sunday in every 
Pariſh; which is to be done without ranning into curi- 
ous (ueſtions, and! unneceſſary Controverſies; but ſhortly 
Declaring and Confirming the Dofirine propos'd , and 
making Application thereof to the behoof of the Hear- 
OFF, 
And certainly there was never more need of put- 
-ting theſe Carors in practice then now, when 2zhc 
Lord's People are deſtroyd for lack of Knowledge, as 
God complains by the mouth of the Prophet ZZoſes, 
-Chap. 4. Verſ. 6. Whereby many of them are turn'd 
fo /dolatry, others to a /oofe and prophane way of liv- 
ing ; and all do ſeemto be too lictle ſenſible of God's 
mercies to them. And whence proceeds all this, bur 
from their want of being well inſtructed in the very 
_ Principles of Chriftianity 2 Which would have ſecur'd 
them from revolting from the Faith, if they had once 
well underftood i? *twould have ſtrengthned them a- 
gaimſt all the ſolicitations of the Fleſh, it they:had well 
«underſtood their Bapriſmal Yow , and the terms of the 
Goſpel ; and *cwould have made them ſenſible of 
Cods Mercies to 'them, if they had known how they 
are by Nature born in Sin, and the Children of Wrath. 
All which the Church Catechiſm reacheth them. 
Wherefore ſceing the great Miſchiefs that have a- 
riſen ſrom- this negle&t of Catechizing, ( which are 
many more than I have now named, or can in a ſhorr 
time enumerate) you ought to be very careful for 
the ſuture of doing your Duty hercin, leaſt, by ruin- 
ing the Souls of others through your neglect, you 
ſhould deſerve the Curſe mentioned in the latter part 
of the fore-mentioned Verſe, Becauſe thou haſt rejedt- 
ed Knowledge, 1 will alſo reje thee, that thou ſhalt be

me Prieſt to me; ſeexng thou haſt forgotten the Law of 
thy God, T will alſo forget thy Children. 

But I may not qwell on this Subje&t: your own 
Thoughts will ſuggeſt to you many more Arguments 
to preſs the neceſiity of putting this'Duty in prattice 
at this time, after the- People have been fo long wirh- 
out due Inſtruftion: to' which I ſhall leave you, and 
procecd to the ſecond thing, which is 

2. Preaching. This is the unqueſtionable Day of 


every one that hath Cure of Souls. * Preach the Word * » Tim 4: 
(faith St. Paul ) be mmftaxt in ſeaſon, out of ſeaſon, re- 
prove, rebuke, exhort; And it is the ordinary means 
for getting Fazth in the Hearers; f For how ſhall they + Row. 10. 


believe in him of whom they have not heard? and how 
ſhall they hear without a Preacher? And yes Experi- 
ence teacheth us, that Preaching it ſelt is for the moſt 
part very unſucceſsful, where the Heaters arc not 
before hand well grounded in Religion by Catechiz- 
zng : becauſe to ſuch Men Sermons do (as they fay ) 
go in at one Ear and out at the other ; cſpecially when | 
they are made upen Various Subjetts, that neither 
have any relation to the Seaſon, nor yet any de. 

pendance one upon another. 
To prevent which Inconvenience I would exhort, 
Firſt, That your Sermons be plain and pradtical, 
ſuited to the Capacities and Exegencies of your Hear- 
ers, treating chiefly of the moſt ſubſtantial and weceſ- 
fary Truths in Religion, Which it bchooveth cvery 
Man to know in order to his Salvation, ( eſpecially - 
concerning the Fall of Man, the Offices of Chriſt, and - 
the ature of the Covenant of Grace) and preſſing them 
home with pradical Inferences and Obſervations, that : 
may be as ſo many Rw/es for your- Pariſhioners to - 
" : FEY vic; 
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walk by : not amuſing them with too ſublime and 


ſpeculative matters; ſuch as are the Pofrine of the 
Trinity, of GodPs Decrees, of the Myſteries of the Iu- 
carnation, and the like : farther than juſt to confirm 


the People 'in a belief of the truth of theſe things, 


when they come fo in your way, that they cannor 


well be paſſed over without ſaying ſomething to 


them ; bur not at all to attempt explaining Zow they 
are ſo; which cannot be done. T fay your Sermons 


ro the People ſhould nor treat of 700 ſublime and ſpe- 


exlatrve matters; nor yet ſhould they tteat of plazy 
and familiar matters aſter too ſublime and ſpeculatroe a 
amauner ; as in Scholaſtick terms, running out into need. 
Jeſs Controverfies, overlarding your Diſcourſes with La- 
tine and Greek, and the like; unleſs where there may 
be a neceſſity of it for Zxplication, or 1luftration, 
and there are ſome Hearers capable of underſtanding 


it. This I ſpeak of Ordinary Preaching, and 'cis the 


firſt adviceT would pive about it. | 
2. The Second is, That your Sermons be methodical 
#n themſelves, and have relation one to another ; 1 
anean that they «contein fuch a ſeries and contexture 
of matter, as that they, and the parts of them, may 
depend one on the orher, and the knowledge of the 
latter may receive light from the former, and what 
went before may be confirmed by what follows af- 
ter. *Twould be of admirable uſe, if in this method 
you went through the whole Principles of eur Religz- 
0: ; I mean in ordinary Preaching. For as to —- 
al Preaching, that is upon extraordinary Occaſions, 
( of which there are many certain and ſtated, and 
may be more-incident ones in the year : ) Upon Ex- 
traordinary Occafions, I ſay, Sermons muſt contein 
CXLUIa- 
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extraordinary matter , or be ſuited 'to the Exigence: 
By this Method 'in Preaching the People might in a 
lictle time be well acquainted with the whole Body of 
Divinity, which they would the better underſtand 
and remember'by the ſeries, connexion, and depen- 
dence ot irs parts, that ſhould ofren be ſhewn and rc- 
peated to them, that ſo they might retain the Con- 
ſequence of the Diſcourſe, and the Relation ir hath 
to What went before : For Method doth much help the 
Memory even of the Tlliterate. Whercas by [mmetho- 
dical Diſcourſes (though they contein ever ſo. found. 
Divinity) -and by Sermons-preached on various Sub- 
zets (choſen by accident, or as the Preacher phanfies) 
that have no relation to, or dependance on each o- 
ther ( which is too commonly praCtiſed ) ' the Hear- 
ers are rather confounded than edified, being diſtract- 
ed betwixt variety of particular disjointed matters, 
that they cannot reduce to any common Head or 
Member of the. Body of Divinity. Their Paſlions 
indeed may be warmed and raifed by ſome pathetical 
Expreſſions of the Preacher; but their Judgments 
can never be well informed by ſuch a confuſed heap 
of matter, as in this caſe is laid before them ; which 
they will be apt to forget, almoſt as faſt as they hear ir, 
and after pains taken with them for ſome Years, they 
will be bur juſt where they were before ; not advanc'd 

in their knowledge one ſtep farther toward Heaven, 
Nor doth this way of Preaching want its advan- 
tages cven to the Preachers themſelves; cſpecially 
to Young Preachers, who may be preſumed not to 
have fo weil weight'd and conlider'd, and fo thorough- 
ly fludy'd every part and member of the Body of Dz- 
vinity, as they ought, and as = will oblige acer 
O; 
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(10) 
do; whereby there Knowledge will dayly be much 
improved, and particularly in the more uſeful, that 
is, in the Practical Parts of it, by conſtantly apply- 
ing to praftice what they teach the People. And 
having once carefully gone through the Body of Divz- 
x#ty.at this rate, by Preaching on every part of it; 


they will for ever aſter be plentifully furniſhed with 


matter (both Speculative and Practical) for Diſcourſe, 
or Sermons on all Occafions whatſoever , that may 
happen during the whole courſe of their Miniſtry, 
and will (as the Manof God _ to) be, therough- 


ly furniſhd unto all Good Works, whether it be to. 


Teach them to others or Practiſe them themſelves. 
What I have further to ſay on this Head of Preach- 
7ng is only 
Firſt, 
To admoniſh you concerning your Funeral Ser- 


aw9ns, that you take care not to be over laviſh in your 
Praiſes of the Dead ; leaſt others may thereby think 


themſelves ſecure in following their Examples. 
Secondly, 
To Remind you of what our. Church hath pre- 


{cribed as to the duty of preaching ? which is conteined 


in che 24, 3d, 9th, 10th, 12th, 21th, 26th, and 277th; 
Canons of the Church of Ireland, that do moſtly. relate 
to the Matter, or to.the Time, or to the Place of Ser- 
018. 

s. As to the Matter of Sermons. 

That you preach up the Regal Supremacy Four times 
is a Tear at leaſt. Can. 2. 


That 7 your Sermons. you do not derogate from the 


Book of Common Prayers. Can. 3. 
Nor do particularly, and. namely, Conſute any Do- 
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Arine deliver d by any other Preacher, in the ſame, of 
in any other adjoining Charch, without Leave from the 
Biſhop. Gan. 10. | 

Nor do teach any Vain Opinions, or Herefies, or Po- 

piſh Errors, diſagreeing from the Articles of Religion 
generally received tin the Churches of England and Ire- 
land; or any thing at all whereby the People may be 
ſtirred up to the defire of Novelties or Contention ; but 
ſhall ſoberly, and fincerely, divide the Ward of Truth, to 
the Glory of God, and the beſt Edification of the People. 
Can. 9. Teaching them to place their whole Truſt and 
Confidencc in God, and not in Creatures, neither in the 
Habit of any Fryer, nor in Hallowed Beads, Medals, 
Reliques, and ſuch like Trumperies. Can. 12. 

T hus our Church ſpeaks concerning the Mater of 
Sermons. 

2. As to the Time. That every Beneficed Man, al- 
lowed to be a Preacher, (as God be thanked all ours 
are) and refiding on his Benefice, having no lawſul Im- 
pediment, ſhall in his own Cure preach one Sermon every 
Sunday of the Tear. Can. 9, Of which I deſire you to 
take notice, and to praftice ir. And 

3. AS to Place, 

That no Minifter Preach (or Adminiſter the Foly 
Communion) in any private Houſe; except it be in times 
of Neceſſity. Can. 21. 

That every Dean, Maſter, Warden, or other Chi:f 
Governour; Prebendaries, and Canons in every Cathe- 
aral and Collegiate Church, ſhall preach in the time of 
their Refidence, both in the Cathedral and in their Pa- 
riſh Churches. Can. 26th. and 27th. |

For by this means only, can you come to learn the 
true ſtate of the Souls of your People; without which 
you can never-apply ſuitable Remedies either for their 
Inſtrufien or Correftion. Tis like a Phyſician's viſit- 
ing his Patzents, that by obſerviag the Symproms, 
Growth , and Crifis of their Diſtempers , he may be 
able to apply proper Phyſick properly. 

You are Phyficzans of Souls, employed under our. 
great Maſter Phyfician, Chriſt ; and therefore you 
ought ( within your own bounds and limits): to fol: 
-_ Chriſt's paQtile herein; who went about doing

And indeed-great-need there is of this for the carr 
{cientious diſcharge ot your Dates ( it being one of 
thoſe things, which you promiſed to do, when you 
were admitted into Holy Orders) and that in reſpe&t 
of all your Pariſhioners, that you may have an op- 
portunity more particularly, both os /»fraft them in 
thoſe things whereof they are ignorant, and alſo 7# 
Reprove them for. what they. do amiſs ; - which can- 
. not ſo well be.done in publick. But this is more 6 
ſpecially necdful in reſpect of two ſorts of Perſons, 
viz. Recuſants, and thoſe that-are fick. 

1. Concerning Recuſants; becauſe 'ris a-thing that 
]- fear hath been too much negleCted every where, 
and could never be put in practiſe more tealonably 
than now: Hear what the 407h. Canoes ſaith in this 
Caſe: 

Every Miniſter being a Preacher, aud having any 
Popiſh Recuſant or Recuſants in his Pariſh ( and 
thoug vt fir by the Biſhop of the Dioceſs ) ſhall latour 
dige: t y with them from time to time, thereby to recla. m 
them from their Errors.. 2 That 
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That this Cazox be carcſully and duly obſerved, 
I'muſt both carneſtly deſire, and alfo require of you. 
My Reaſons for ſo doing need not to be infiſted on ; 
they are many, which could hardly be all hinted to 
you in the little time that I have leit for this Exhorta- 
tion; bur withal they are obvious to every Mans 
conſideration , who minds the Good of the Church 
and State, and hath any love to his Neighbours, and 
ſeriouſly intends to diſcharge his Duty Conſcientiouſ. 
ly to Gods Glory and the Salvation of Mens Souls. 
However the bare injunction of the Cavos is fufficieat' 
for my Juſtification herein. Whereto I have als the 
ſuffrage of all Pious and well. meaning Men, and 
doubt not of your ready compliance with the Chur- 
ches Command and my Requeſt ; that is, that you 
will concur with Me in carrying on fo pious a work, 
as the endeavouring to Open the Eyes of the Blind, and 
to bring into the right way ſuch as have err'd and are 
gone aſtray. Which good work God Almighty prof. 
pzr in our hands - And that it may do ſo the more, 
we ſhould let Them (and all other Diſſexters, we con- 
verſe with) fee, That, we have a love to their Souls ; 
that whiek we do is with a deſign to ſave them, and 
to make them happy tor ever ; and that our only en- 
deavour is to put them inthe right way to Heaven,and 
if poſſible to bring them thicher. For which purpoſe 
we muſt, always treat them with the Spririz of Meek- 
eſs and of Love: elſe our labour will be bur loſt up- 
on them. For Haughtineſs and Bitterneſs of Spirit 
do but incenſe and provoke, and is rather apt to 
drive men out of the Charch, than ro bring any into 
It. 
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2., As for thoſe that are fick; You do all very well 
know how neceſſary *tis to Viſit them, to Pray with 
and for them, to Inſtruct, Exhort and Comtort them. 
And thereforeI hope you do duly praQtiſe it (as the 
41th. Canon doth enjoin) towards all, although they 
have not formerly reſorted to the Church, ( they 
are the expreſs words of the Canon ) and although 
you are not ſent for, having knowledge of their being 
Sick; which is the plain meaning of the Cano, 
where it ſaith, When any perſon is dangerouſly fick in 
any Pariſh (although they have not formerly reſorted to 
the. Church) the Miniſter or Curate , having Fnowledge 
thereof, (hall reſort to him or her to in{truft and comfort 
them in their diflreſs, &c. Read the Canon well over 
I beſeech you, and ſeriouſly conſider what it re- 
quires you todo; You arc to reſort ts the Sick, with- 
out expecting "till you are ſent for, *Tis ſaid, ha- 
ving Knowledge, ( which way ſoever it comes) nor, 
having Notice (namely from the Sick Perſons) of their 
being fick. 

| Indeed beſides the neceſſity of fo doing in that 
Extream Exipgence, for the direction of a Depart- 
ing Soul, in the right way to Heaven, how incon- 
9ruous is it, that the Sick Pcrſons ſhould put you 
in mind of your Duty 2 whereas you oughr to put 
chemin mind of theirs. The very Popiſh Prie/ts do 
thame us in this particular. And ſhall they be fo 
warm and zcalous jr: a Bad Cauſe, and we be cold 
and negligent in a Good One 2 God torbid, God for- 
bid, let it never be once more named among us, 
nor yet any uſt occaſion hereafter be giyen for Men 
to make RefleCtions thereupon, as they are too apt 
ro do, Whenever the leaſt occaſion thereunto is ad- 
miniſircd. 
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miniſtred. I ſhall only add hereto, That you would 
be very cautious how you behave your ſelves towards 
Men on their Death-beds ; thar you neither run them 
into Preſamption nor Deſpair; that you do not ſend 
ſome to etl with falſe hopes, and let others goto 
Feaven without any : That you do not give A8/o/u- 
tion upon ſlight Repentance, nor deny it where the 
Repentance is hearty and ſincere; but withall inform- 
ing them how rare it is to find Deazh-bed Repentance- 
to be indeed ſincere. 

I might have enlarged on all theſe particulars ; but 
F hold it ſufficient to have piven only ſome hints to 
Men of Con/crence and Underſtanding. 

And as you arc thus to teach your Flocks by your 
wholeſom and ſound Dottrines: fo are you more parti- 
cularly (and perhaps more cſteCtually) ro inſtru and 
to lead them. 

2. By your Godly and Pious Examples: Your Lives 
ought to be Comments upon your Dottrine ; art leaſt 
you are bound to confirm the truth of what you 
reach others, by your own conſtant practiſe of ir ; 
thereby treading our all the ſame ſteps, that you 
would have them ro walk in; as Qhriſt (the preat 


Shepherd of Souls) did, who faith, I have given you Fob. 13. 


an Example , that you ſhould do as T have done ; that 


fo in all things you may ſhew your ſelves patterns of good 711. 2 7. 
works, and thereby be made enſamples to the Flock of | p,,.5.2 


Chriſt. Bur if you your ſelves will not do, what 
you teach and exhort others to do, they will preſent- 
ly conclude, that all you fay is but a trick and dc/ 
ſign to cheat them; tharc becauſe you mult in pru- 
dence do ſome thing for your Tyrhes, you do there- 
{ors Preach to them indecd (once a week) ; but you 
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teach them what you your ſelves do not believe te 
be true ; otherwiſe certainly you would put in pra- 
Qice the ſame Duties which you preſcribe to them to 


'be done in order to their obtaining Happineſs in the 


life to come, . if you did ſeriouſly believe there ſhall 


be ſuch a ſtate after-this Life is ended, and that the 


only means-for obteining it, is to be diligent in the 
excrciſe and -praCtice of all thoſe Yirtues and Graces 
which you ſo often. inculcate to them, as mainly ne- 
ceſlary for that very end and purpoſe to be done. 
Whence it will be natural for them to infer, (at leaſt 
for thoſe who are prophanely, or but looſly inclin'd, 
as too many every where are) That all Relzgzoy is 


but a matter of Stare Policy, that might as well be 


let lane as praCtis d, it the Civil Government would 
ſo pleaſe. And when Men have taken up this Notion 
of Religion, 'tis too plain what manner of Chriſtians 
they will ſoon prove. See 

And thus it Clergy-men be not regular, ftri, and 
exemplary in their Lives, but do allow themſelves roo 
muck [jberty in their Converſations, they. will do far 
more Hurr by their paCtice all the Week, than they 
can poſſibly do Good by their Preaching on the 
Sundays; und will endanger fencing many Souls to 
Hell, whom they ſhould lead and carry with them 
up to Heaver. And what miſerable Creatures will 
fuch anballowed Preachers be at the laſt day > How 
will they anſwer it at the Great Tribunal, when all 
tte Souls, which; they have; mifled by their looſe or 
evil Behaviour, will 4e requir'd at their hands.2 Con. 
ſer this, I beſecch you; and alſo what great mil. 
chick the bad Exampley of Mixijlers doth to our Chri- 


Lan Religion, Which it cauſeth the Enemies of God 
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fo reproach ; and to our Reformed Church, Which it 
undermines and ſubverts; and to our Zoly Fuxtt:on, 
which it ſhameſully proſtitutes and diſgraces; as 
well raifing us Enemies, as opening the Mouths of 
thoſe, that are fo, againſt us. Conſider it, I fay, ſe- 
ricufly. Arid further obſerve, that there are many 
Liberties, which other men may uſe innocently, thar 
would be very ſinful in Minzfers, by reaſon of their 
giving Offence and becoming Scandals thereby : as I 
could ſhew in many particulars, had I time for ir, and 
were it neceſſary here'to be done. | 

' God's Holy Word is a parſe& Rule for you to walk 
by your ſelves, whileſt 'tis incumbent on you to teach 
others to walk by the fame Rule. Befides which 
the Canons of our Church have more particularly pre. 
fcribd the Minifter his Duty in many places, eſpeci- 
ally as to Converſation, in Canor 424. Entitled,Corr 
cerning ſoberneſs of Converſation, and decency of Appa- 
rel requir'd in Miniſters. Read it over attentively, 
and make application, I przy you. And have a ten- 
der regard to your own Reputations as Mini/ters, 
by endeavouring always to walk ſo circumſpettly, that 
your Pariſhioners may not fear to tread in your 
ſteps ; always to lead yorr Flocks in that good and 
ſare way wherein they may fafely follow you; 
in all things to behave your ſelves 7offex/tvely and 
unblameably, and to live fo holily and' devoutly as be- 
cometh Minifters of the Goſpel, Ambaſſadors for Chriſt, 
and Stewards of the Myſteries of God. I ſay, Let your 
Corrverſation be ſuch as becometh the Goſpel of Chriſt, 
carefully avording all otcafrons, and abſteining from all 
appeararce of evil, and in ſo doing, The God of Peace 
be with you. |

of you all, that there was no need for fo much as 
mentioning it to you ; - much leſs that I ſhould inſit 
fo long upon it, as I have done; if I had not at the 
ſame time eſpecially. doſu'd to. appear your faithful. 
Monitor herein. 

And having now ſpoken enough concerning the 


firſt way, whereby the Miniſter is to diſcharge his D«- 


ty about the Cure of Souls, namely, by Teaching and: 
Inſtruling the People aright; 1 proceed to conſider 
of the ſecond thing requir'd in order.thercunto, which 
is 

Il. 7hat the People be well guided and govern'd in 
Spiritual things, or in matters Ecclefiaſtical:; which is 
always neceſlary, but never more fo than now, alter 
ſo long a time of diſorder and confuſion. | 
| Now of this there are many Branches, all which: 
may be compriſed under this one general Head, Of 
keepivg goed Order and Decency in your Congregations. 
For the doing whereof fſamething muſt be requir'd on 
your part; and ſemetbing on the part of: your Pariſhio- 
»ers; of both which you ought to take ſpecial care, 
that they may be well. and duly perform'd, as being 
thoſe thiags , whereof you muſt. give. an account at 
the Day of Judgment. 

1, On your part tis requir d that- you-be diligent in 
the diſcharge of theſe following Duties; as namely 

1. That you have Divine Service performd in duc 
time and manner: both in the Aforenoon- and Afternoon 
of every Sunday and: Helyday; as the Sixth and Sc- 
Venth Canons, and the Ad of Uriformity do injoin : 
and likewiſe , That you read Prayers publickly in your 
fot, ; Churches 
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Churches ow other Week-days ( eſpecially on Weade/- 
days and Fridays) in all Zowns, and other Placer, 
where your Churches ſtand fo conveniently that you 
may have a Congregation ( as the 157h. Canon of the 
Church of England preſcribeth.) And you are ajfo 
to Exhort your People to be conſtant and diligent 
in attending D#vize Service. | 

'Tis objefted asa Reproach to our Religion ( at 
leaſt to the Profeffors of it) by thoſe, who have 
bur little reaſon ro Obyett any thing againſt us, 
That our Churches land ſhut all the week long. 1 am 
furc the thing is very unbeſeeming (to ſay no worſe) 
and ought ro be amended ; and. 1 pray let it be f6 
for the future, where it may be done. 

2 . That you read the Prayers diſtinily, gravely and 
ſeriouſly, witha due ſenſe of Devotion on your own 
Hearts, which will beget and kindle it in the Hearers. 
"There's nothing brings more diferedit ro the Service 
then the ſlubbering it over carelefly ; which makes 
K to be loathed by fome, and to be deſpiſed and con- 
remned by others : nowithſtanding that the Prayers 
are as Serrous and Pons things as can be pen'd, and 
do breath as much Devotion, as any that can be 
read. 

You ought therefore to bring ſazrable Devotion 
when you go to read Prayers; and in your performing 
it you ought toendeayour to excite Devorion tn your 
Hearers ; otherwife you'can only be faid ro read or 
to ſay Prayers, and your People, to hear Prayers ſaid 
or read wrto them ; but neither of you can be truly 
and properly faid to Pray ; becauſe whiscan no way 
be done on'etther ſide without a duc meaſure of De- 
votion in the periormance. 

D z 3. That 
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3. That on ebery Sunday you do give Notice of what 
Faſt dayes and Feaſt (or Holy ) dayes there are to be 
in the following week ( according as the Rubrick doth 
require;) aud that you do. obſerve them your ſelves 
together with your Pariſhioners. And likewiſe that 
upon the faid Sundays or Folydays.in the: Afternoon, 
before Divine Service, you. do. publickly in the 
Church read over all the Canons and Conſtitutions of 
the Church of Ireland Oxce every Tear, as King Charles 
the Firſt of Bleſſed Memory, in his Ratification of 
the ſaid Canons hath commanded. And alfo-thart 
you do read the Af of Parliament: againſ8 Prophane 
Swearing and Curfing : and thoſe other As. of Par. 
liament which the King and Parliament haye comman- 
ded to be read: publickly in the Church Once every 
Year ; as by the ſame As is preſcribed. ( For 
which purpoſe T have caus'd them to be printed at the 
End of this Admenition. ) 

4- That the Holy Communion of the Budy and Blood 
of Chriſt be frequently adminiftred ( Once a Month, if 
it may be; at leaſt Once every (Quarter ef a Tear) and 
that in: the adminiſtration thereof Decency be- obſerv/d, 
according to the Rsbrick, which. is iull and plain 
enough. Whereto if the 187k. igth. 20th. 21th, and 
63d. Canoxs of the Church of reland be added, you 
will have compleat direCtions for all occurrences or 
occaſions that may happen on.that Subje&. | 

5. That Baptiſm be adminiftred to Infants whenever 
defir d; but fo thatit be done. at the 7zme and inthe 
Manner that the Rabrick doth. require ; and likewiſe 
in the Church: and at the . Font ; Except in Caſe of 


Neceſſity : The 14h, 35th. and 16:6, Canons. alſo.arc 
a Rule herein. ; 


6. That: 
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6. That you Celebrate Matrimeny in the Church 
between Eight and Twelve tn the Morning ( not in pri- 


vate Houſes, nor in the Eveving ) and that before the 
doing of this, the Banns be pub 


liſht in the Church or 
Churches, where the parties live, Three ſeveral Sundays 
or Flolydays in the time of Divine Service; (and: 
that you do thereupon take care, that no lawful /m- 
pediment may lye againſt either of the Perſons fo to 
be joyn'd in Wedlock, for which they ought to be 
rejeted :) Except a Faculty, or Licence from the 
Biſhop, for doing it without the publication of Banns, 
be duly and regularly obteined. "The Rubrick and 
the 49th. and 52d: Canons do require this; the non 
obſervance whereof renders a Miniſter lyable to De- 
privation, if he be Benificed; if not to Degradation; as 
the fame 52d. Canon hath it. And good Regſor 
there is for it ; becauſe it always brings diſgrace upon 
our Fun:on, for not obſerving due Orders and obey- 
ing the Conſtitutions of our Church; and moreover 
it doth many times ruine whole Families, by too 
furreprtitiouſly cloſing up either Cro/s and Z/nfortunate 
Matches, or elſe fuch as are Clandeſtine, Forc't, [ns 
eeſtuous, or otherwiſe legal, Wheretore this Crime 
muſt never eſcape puniſhment, where it may be de- 
tefted, and the Fad be ſufficiently prov'd ; nor ( by 
Gods help) ever ſhall it go free, whileſt the power of 
reſtreining ſuch 7rregularities thall lye in my hands ; 
and the matter it felt be capable of any redreſs. 

7. That: you prepare the Children of your reſpeAive 
Pariſhes to be Covfirwd (which is to be done by well 
Inſtrutting them in the Catechi/m; that before was 
ſpoken to). And alſo, That you Inſkrult them, and 
all other your Parifhioners-in the Nature and Benefit of 
- | Confirmation: 
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Confirmation + (that the one may know, what 7? 7s to 
take their Baptiſmal Vow upow them, when they come 
to do it; and the other may be re-minded what Yow 
they then took upon them, When they did it.) And 
furthermore , That you do Exhort, and Excite, and 
brang (or ſend) all' thoſe to it, who being well fitted 
and prepared for that Ordinance, have not yet been 
Confirm'd; as is preſcrib'd in the 17h. Canyon, and in 
the 34. and 4th, Rubrick of the Church Catechiſne. 
And i for my part ſhall be ready to do my Duty 
therein, as often as there ſhall be occaſion. 

Hereto may be added Fear other particulars, very 
neceſfary to be obſerv'd, tho not falling direaly un- 
der this Head ; and here I recommend to you 
| 1; The Reconciling Neighboars, and becoming Peace- 
wakers; Which is the Duty of all good Chriſtians, 
but more eſpecially of  AHrx:;fers, who arc Preachers 
ot the Goſpel of Peace. And tor your encouragement 
hereunto. our Saviour Chriſt hath pronounc'd a Blel- 
ling on fuch in Matth. 5. 9. ſaying, Biffed are the 
Peace makers, for they ſpall be calhd the Children of 
Gor, | 

Nor are you only to be Peace makers, but allo to 
be praceably-minded your ſelves, that you may live 
in Love aid Charity with your Neighbours, and with 
one another. Differences with your Pariſhioners will 
render your Miniſtry incffeGuual to them:: and Differ 
rences between your felves will bring Diſgrace and 
Scandal upen your Profcifion , and be apt to make 
your perſons odious to ail men. 

The ſcoond. thing that Þ here eecommend to you 
is, | 

2. The having a Care of the Poor of your Pariſhes ; 
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to provide for their Wants and Neceſhties as far as 
you are able, and to Stir up your Pariſhoners to do 
the like, cither by way of Publick Colletion for 
them in-your Pariſh Churches on Sundays, or elfe 
by Aſleſiment on- the reſpeGive Inhabitants for the 
weekly maintenance of fuch as are Lame, Decrepit, 
ar otherwiſe Zyfirm, and cannot work ; and ( it it 
may be ). to provide Work for thoſe that can. This 
iS a buſineſs highly becoming your Funition and 
Charadter ; and you will render it the more benifici- 
al to them, and acceptable to God Almighty, if you 
mind their Soujs at the ſame time, when you are 
careful tor their Bodies, and feed them with the 
Spiritual Food of Eternal Life by your private and. 
Godly Inſirucions, when you adminiſter unto them 
Bodily and Perithing Food, that tends only to the 
prefervation.of this temporal lite. Eſpecially be di 
ligent in Vifiting them in rhe time of their Sickneſs, 
as Perſons that ſtand more in need of your afliſtance 
at that time,: both as to their Bodies and to their 
Souls, than others do, who arc more able, and allo: 
more knowing, and therctors leſs lyable'to miſcarry, . 
ſor want of a Spiritual . Guide than fuch People pe- 
nerally arc. 

And let this 4dmonitzon: fink deep with you. Nor 
would I have you to underſtand it only. of the Poor, 
ia the viugar acceptation of the word, for the Poor 
22 Body or in Parſe; but in proportion alſo of the Poor 
in Spirit, of the afflifed and grieved in Mind,on what 
occaſion ſoever, who. ſtand in need of Spiritual Com- 
fort ; which T pray watch all occaſions of admini- 
ſtring to them, and do all that may be done ro ſa- 
tisfis their Doubts, to quicken their Fazzh, to revive 
their - 
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their Z7ope, to baniſh their Deſpondence, at leaſt to 
make them happy in' another world, if they cannot 
be ſo in this. The third thing is 

3. The raking care to Regiſter all Marriages, Chri- 
fttanings and Bariaks ; the .negle&t: whereot doth fre- 
quently prove injurious, not only to Smgle Perſons, 
but alſo ro whole Families, when the /ega/ity of Mens 
Marriages or time of their Births doth happen upon 
ſome Extraordinary and great Occaſions to be call'd 
in queſtion. Wherefore I-muſt recommend this: to 
your ſpecial care. As affo 5 offi6'8 

4. The bringing in a Terrier of the Glebe-lands and 
all other Peſſeſhons belonging to your Churches, and lodp- 
ing. them in the Regiſtry of the Dioceſs; that the 
Churches Patrimony may be'preſerv'd inviolable ; as 
the 44th.Canon doth require: ' And how neceſlary this 
15 tobe done in this Kingdom ( where ſuch havock 
hath been made of the Churches Lands ) thar-ſo we 
may have ſome Conſ/tat of what anciently did, as well 
as of what now doth, belong to the Church, you do 
all very well know: And therefore I hope that. you 
(with the affiſtance of your Church Wardens and other 
ancient Inhabitants of your reſpeCtive Pariſhes) will 
take ſpecial care, and uſe your utmoſt endeavours, to 
oet it efteCtually done after this one warning, without 
ſtanding in need to: be apain call'd upon tor it ; as 
being a thing highly advantageous both to your Char- 
ches, your Setves and your Suceſſors, Where ſuch Glebes 
or other Poſſeſſions are and can be found out. 

And thus much may ſufhce ro be ſpoken ar preſent 
concerning what is to be done on the Miniſters part. 
Bur furthermore you arc to rake care, thar the Peopte 
commitced to your Charge do their Duty alſo; becauſe 


for 
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for this purpoſe you are ſet over thetm, as Watch mey, 
as Paſtors, and as Spiritual Governors, Now 

2. On the Peoples part 'tis requir'd that they becon- 
'formable to the Orders of the Church. And ther, 

r. In coming conſtantly and timely to Church, aut 
behaving themſelves ſeriouſly and attentively there, 
Withour Whiſpering, Sleeping, or Gazing about on e- 
very one that comes in (Which they would not do, if 
they did-mind the Duty they are upon) and hkewiſe 
in the time of Divine Service, «fg all ſuch reverent 
geſtures and adtions,, as by the Book. of Common Prayer 
are preſerib'd ; as you may read in the 6th. and 72h; 
Canoxs of the Church of 7re/and. 

2. In coming frequently to the Holy Communion ; at 
leaſt Three times in the Year, whereof Z#after to 
be one , as the Rabrick to the Communion Service and 
the 18th, Canon doth require. | 
 Andbcecauſethat Men's neglect herein ariſeth part- 
ly from their /anorance of the Nature and Neceſity 
of this Sacrament, and partly from their $/otb and 
Lazyneſs, or ( which is worſe) from their Secrer 
averſion to things Sacred and Divine ; Which they 
endeavour to cover by feignd Excuſes, or by Preten- 
ces ſought ſor, that have nothing material in them, 
which can be of weight enough ro countervail the 
Omillion of a Daty ſo neceſlary incumbent on rhem : 
'Tis required, that in your preparatpry Sermons. here. 
unto you do, from time to time, carefully in/trutt 
your Pariſhioners in the Nature of this Sacrament, and 
endeavour to convince them of the Neceſ/ity of fre- 
quent Communicating therein, and of the great Bene- 
fits that arc to be injoyed by the worthy partating of 
the ſame; and alforhar you do Axſwer all thoſe pon 
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and.Objeftions, that ſome make againſt the Minyer 
and Frequency of receiving it, and the Exceptions. or 
Excuſes that others are too apt to make againſt their 
own receiving it, either at a//, or at ſucha zme, in- 
ſuch a place and with ſuch Communicans, after fuch a- 
wanner , and from ſfuch a Per/ox, and the like. 
Whereby they may kave nothing left to plead for 
themſelves, it they refuſe or xeg/et ro Communicate 
at the ordinary times of Adminiſtration; which will 
both j«/tifie you- and render their Omfrons inexcuſable. 

3. In bringing their Children duly to the Church, 
zhere to be publickly baptized on the firſt or ſecond Sun- 
ay ( or on ſome intervening Holy. day ) next after 
they are born : unleſs thro their weakneſs (or for ſome 
other urgent cauſe) it may be found neceſſary to Bap- 
tize them at home ; as is preſcrib'd in the Rubrick for 
Private Baptiſm. 

And for the more due obfervanee of this Con/titu- 
2;0n, you are diligently tro inſtru&@ the Parents in the 
ature of - Baptiſm-and the Neceſſity thereof, roperther 
with the grounds of /ufant Baptiſm, and the Reaſons 
for .it's being celebrated publickly in the Church in the 
face of the whole Congregation. As namely, (1) 
That the Iyfants to be baptiz'd may enjoy the benefic 
of the Godly Prayersof the whole Congregation there. 
aſſembled, both. on them and on:that Ordinance. 
And alſo ( 2 ) That The Congregation preſent may 
zeſtifiethe receiving ſuch Children into Chriſts Church : 
And. likewiſe (3) That every May preſent may be put 
in rememerance of his .own profeſſion made to God in his 
Baptiſm : Which two laſt are mention'd in the Ra- 
brick for Publick Baptiſme ; and they arc all three of 
great Concerament to us. in our Chriſtain Warfare, - 
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And beſides this, how uncouth and how incongtuous 
is it that Children ſhould be admitted into the Church at 
FTome 2 In like manner, as it is unſeemely and quite 


beſides the defign; yea contrary to the Rubrick, that

Ot theſe things you are: frequently ro admoniſh 


them, that they may do their Dury therein : And

4. Tn caufing their Children and Servants to come to 
Charch every Sunday to be Catechiz'd by the Miniſter ; 
as the 2d. Rubrick of the Church Catechiſm appoint- 
eth; which if thcy neglect or refuſe to do, they are 


to be compell'd to it by Church Cenſures, by virtue of 
the 1 12h. Canon. 

And ſo ſoon as theſe Caterhwmens are well inflruct. 
ed in the Charch Catechiſm, they are' to be brought 


to the Biſhop to be Confirn'd by him 2 whereof their 


Codfathers and Godmothers are to take care; as the 
cloſe of the Form of Publick Baptiſm doth command, and 


the 3d. Rubrick of the Church Catechiſm doth likewiſe 
intimate. 


I ſay, of theſe and the like things, (which would 


be too long to inſiſt on more particularly ) you ought 


{rcquently to put your People in mind, that they 


may do their Duty therein, as becometh good 'Chri- 


ſtians; that ſo (according to St. Paul's directions) a// 


things { in your Congregations ] may be done decent- 
ly and in order.

faid Lords Juſtices and Council, and of all the Brir. 
tiſh and Proteſtants in Dablin, and in the ſaid other 
Cities, Towns and Caſtles preferved, and of ſundry 
other Brittiſh and Proteſtants faln into the hinds of 
thoſe Rebellions Conſpirators, and likewiſe in ſend- 
ing. us Succours out of England hither, by the piety, 
care and wiſdom-of our late Sovereign [ ord King 
Charles the Firſt; whereby, with Gods bleſſing, the 
g004 Subjects of this Kingdom have hitherto conti- 
nued ſafe under his mighty prote&tion, notwith- 
Kanding the un-exampled rage and 'implacable ma- 
lice of thoſe mercileſs Rebels. Wherefore as we 
do moſt humbly and juſtly acknowledge Gods Ju- 
ſice in our, defſeryed puniſhments in: thoſe calami- 
ties, which from the councels and ations of thole 
Conſpirators, and their Adherents, have faln upon 
' us inthis Kingdom in-general, ſo we do in like man- 
ner 
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ner acknowledge, that even in exerciſing of that his 
Juſtice, he remembred Mercy alfo, al 'magnihed 
his Mercies.to us in thoſe great bleflings , which we 
humbly confeſs to' have proceeded mecrly from his 
infinite goodneſs and mercy ; and therefore to his 
moſt holy Name, we do aſcribe all honour, glory, 
and praiſe. And to the end this unfeigned Thank» 
fulneſs may never be forgotten, but may be had in 2 
perpetual remembrance, that all Ages to come may 
yield praiſes to his Divine Majeſty tor the ſame, and 
have in memory that joylul day of Deliverance. 
Be it therefore Enacted by the King's moſt Excel. 
lent Majeſty, with the Aﬀeat of the Lords Spiritual 
and Temporal, and Commons in this preſent Par- 
liamene Aſſembled, and by Authoriry of the ſame, 
that the Three and twentieth day of Ocober (hall 
be kept and celebrated as an Anniverſary Holy-day 
in this Kingdom for ever; and that all perſons do 
at that day forbear all bodily labour, and the exer- 
ci{e of their Trades ; and that all and fingular Mi- 
niſters in every Cathedral and Pariſh-Church, or 
other uſual place for Common-Prayer within this 
Realm of Ireland, (hall always npon the Three and 
twentieth day of OGeber ſay Morning-Prayer, and 
give Thanks to Almighty God for that moſt happy 
and miraculous deliverance and preſervation, fac 
abave the expeQation of thoſe wretched Conſpira- 
tors. 
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tors. And that all and every perſon and per- 
ſons, inhabiting within this Realm of Treland ſhalt 
yearly upon the Three and twentieth day of Oc- 
tober, diligently and faithfully reſort to che Parifh 
Church or Chappel accuſtomed, or to ſome uſual 
Church or Chappel where the faid Morning Pray- 
er, Preaching, or other Service of God ſhall be 
uſed, and then and there abide orderly and ſober; 

ly during the time of the ſaid Prayers, Preaching, 
or other Service of God, there to be ufed & mini- 
fired. And becaule all and every perſon may be 
put in mind of his duty, and be then the better 
prepared to the faid Holy Service; Be it EnaQed 
by the Authority aforeſaid, that every Miniſter 
fhall give warning to his Pariſhioners publickly in. 
the Church at Morning-Prayer the Lords day next 
before every ſuch Three and twentieth day. of 
Oftober, Tor the due obſervation of the ſaid day, 
and that after Morning-Prayer or preaching upon 
every ſuch Three and twentieth day of October 


they read publickly,. diſtinAly, and plainly, this 
preſent Act;
